is 85 cents, best oats 25 cents; barley, 
30 cents. By the best oats I mean 
milling oats. We have an oaimeal 
mill that buys and manuiaciures the 
best oats into oatmear and I daresay 
there is ho better oatmeal made than 
that made by The
